N THE meantime commercial fiying has 

been put on a sound and permanent 
basis in this. part of the world. Our peo 
ple seem to consider it an experiment, a’ 
plaything, and more or less of “x joko, 
Here it is an established industry which i« 
rapidly growing. The European thinks }.t- 
tle more of flying to London, Brussels, or 
Warsaw than he does of taking the train 

Le Bourget, where 1 spent a day, is the 
flying ‘ield in Europe, and perhaps 
in the world. It covers several hundred 
acres, surrounded by airdromes with planes 
coming in and going out almost continuak 
ly. There are airplane offices and depots. 
In the latter are bulletin boards giving the 
hours of arrival and departure, and show- 
ing at all times just where any plane is. 
There is a regular customs and passport 
service for the passengers, and inside a 
glass case is what looks like a weather map 
upen which are g-eat round pins with ar- 
rows attached. These show where the 
planes are on the aerial routes and also 
the wihds and fogs of eacb locality. An- 
other map registers the height of the 
clouds by means of slides which pull up 
and down, giving am accurate hourly sur- 
vey of the upper air between Paris and 
London. 

-Paris has airplane aviation time tables; 
just like the railway gues of the States, 
containing the arrivals and departures of 
the plames on each line, the places of land- 
ing, and also the fares. One of these 
comes out every month. It is called “L'In- 
dicateur Aerien.” it half a frane, 
which just now is about 5 cents.

“We are able to progress only by such 
experimentation; we have gained all our 
knowledge by means of it.

only source of certain knowledge.” 


To this Otto Carque replied as follows, 
in the Palo Alto Times: 


“Spinal meningitis will hold its ravages 
as long as there are mothers so ignorant 
and selfish as to make no effort by hygienic 
living to nurse their children. Artificial 
feeding of infants is at the rdot of all chil- 
dren's diseases and must be regarded as 
one of the. stupendous errors of civilization, 
although it will require a considerable 
length of time to become understood .and 
accepted by medical science. 


“There is little doubt concerning the sin- 
cerity of Dr. Wilbur’s remarks, but they 
breathe the spirit of the declining faith of 
the people in the ability of-the medical pro- 
fession to cope with the permanent cure of 
disease. Vivisection is searching for the 
cause of diseases on an ill-founded hypothce- 
sis, and nothing worth while and of lasting 
benefit can or will be achieved by it. Goethe 
truly said: ‘What nature does not want to 
reveal to man he can not wrest from her by 
means of levers and screws.’

uld devote their time to a study of the 
chemistry of food and nutrition, especially 
to the organic salts in their relation to 
health and disease, and less time to bac- 
teriology, they would find a tanfible basis

Some cows, in fact, hold back their milk 
under the touch of a stranger, or of one they 
do not like. Often, too, when a large num- 
ber of cows have to be milked, the hands 
become tired and the cow's teats are made 
sore by wrong pressure, the consequence 
being that the cow does not let her milk go 
fully and freely.
